However, it was carried for the Motion, by 
225 Voices againft 109. 

Q, What happen’d after this ? 

A. His Majefty went to the Noufe of Peers, 
May 15, and after giving the Royal Affent to. 
feveral Bills, clofed the Seffion with a moft 
gracious Speech ; in which, after thanking his 
Parliament for their Zeal and Difpatch of the 
publick Bufinefs, he took Notice ot Gibraltar’s 
being befieged, but that he was neverthelefs 
refolved to try what amicable Overtures would 
do; and concluded, with declaring, that the 
Crown of Sweden had acceded to the T reaty 
of Hanover; and that a Convention was 
actually fign’d between Great-Britain, France, 
and Denmark.—The Emperor had employ’d his 
utmoft Endeavours to prevent Sweden and 
Denmark from acceding to the above-mention’d 
Treaty, upon Pretence that its only Tendency 
was to jubvert the whole Conftitution of the 
Empire. But this was fully anfwered by his 

Majefty, 
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‘Majefty, who plainly fhew’d his pacific and-up- 


right Intentions ; and gave fuch Reafons as 
were invincible for his fitting out the feveral 
Britifh Fleets. The Jealoufy between the 
Britifhb and Spanifh Courts was heighten’d, by 
the latter’s feizing Duke de Ripperda, who had 
dheltered himfelf in the Briti Ambafiador’s 
Houfe. Though Gibraltar was befieged, it 
made a moft galiant Defence ; and the Siege was 
raifed, by an amicable Treaty after the King’s 
Death. March 20, died the great Sir Laac 
Newton, Mafter of his Majefty’s Mint, and 
Prefident of the Royal Society. 

2. When did the King go Abroad? 

4. On Saturday, June 3, after having no- 
minated Lords Juftices in his Abfence, he em- 
bark’d at Greenwich, on board the Carolina 
Yacht, and on Tue/day arrived at Gravendael 
in Holland, whence the King proceeded on 
board the Strate’s Yacht, to Vaert, where he 
landed the 7th, and lay that Night. 

Q. Did not this Journey prove fatal to his 
Majefty ? 

A. Yes; from Vaert the King fet out next 


Morning for Hanover, attended by the Detach-: 


ments whom the States had appointed as his 
Guard through their Territories. On the gth, 
between ten and eleven at Night, he arrived at 
Delden,. in tolerable good Health ; and eat 

retty heartily at Supper, particularly of a 

felon, which he feem’d not to have well di- 
gefted. Setting out at Three next Morning, 
he had not gone far, before he was attack’d 
with the Cholick. Being arrived at Linden, 
and having no Appetite to his Dinner, he was 
let Blood. His Majefty appearing very anxi- 
ous to reach his own Dominions, travell’d on, 
though his Attendants earneftly befought him 
to reft in Linden. There, being feiz’d witha 
Sort of lethargic Diforder, as he rode in his 
Coach, he reclined on a Gentleman, who had 
the Honour of fitting with him in it ; and et 
Jaft faid, C’e/? fait du my (lam gone.) How- 


ever, the King arrived about Ten that Night 


at the Palace of his Brother the Duke of York, 
at Ofnabrug ; and about One next Morning, 
‘June 13, 1727 (after having been again let 
Blood, expired, in the the fixty-eighth Year of 
his Age, and the thirteenth of his Reign. His 
Body, being put ina leaden Coffin, was pri- 


wately interr’d among the Remains of his illuf- 


triows Anceftors ; and he was fucceded in his 
£rityh Dominions, by his only Son GeorGe 
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Prince of Wales, our prefent moft gracious 
Sovereign, (whom Heaven long preferve !) who, 
with his Royal Confort. Queen Caroline, * way 
crown’d the 11th of Oé?ober following.

Her Majefty died November 20. 1737. 
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*.* Having compleated the Reign of his late

HAT Princefs had been fome Days indif- 

pofed by a Rupture. This Diforder was 
judged to be fo dangerous, that after a Con- 
fultation of Phyficians and Surgeons, it was re- 
folved to make an Incifion in her Side, in or- 
der to rectify the Bowels.. Her Majefty under- 
went this Operation with as much Conftancy 
as Refignation ; but the Diforder afterwards 
growing worfe, that Princefs died on the 19th, 
N.S. about Four o’Clock in the Morning, after 
having edified, by her Sentiments of Piety, all 
thofe who were Witnefles of the Lofs of a 
Princefs fo worthy to be regretted.. She was 
near the End of the Time of her Pregnancy. 
Every Thing poffible was dune to fave the 
Child, which was a Prince ; but all to no Pur- 
pofe. ‘The Evening before the Quieen’s Death, 
fhe took Leave of the King with much Ten- 
dernefs, and alfo of the Prince Royal and 
Princefles, her Children.

N Monday the 16th of December, in the 
O asth Year of his prefent Majefty’s Reign, 
Sir Simon in his Chariot, drawn by Fanders 
Mares, attended by the Officers of his Houfhold 
and his Footmen, proceeded to his W orfhip’s, 
when, after a grave and learned Confultation 
had between thefe two worthy Pillars Qf exe- 
cutive and diftributive Juftice, a Warrant, in 
Form moft terrible, iflued againft the faid 
Mary, for the moft high and dangerous Mif- 
demeanor aforefaid, in purfuance whereof, poor 
Mary was brought before his Worfhip, feated 
on the Throne of Juftice, with the learned 
Knight at his Right Ear, who, with all the 
Gravity and Dignity peculiar to the Coif, rofe 
up, open’d his Mouth, and fpoke the weighty 
Caufes of his Complaints in the following moit 
eloquent and pathetic Speech. 


May it pleafe your Worfhip, 

This naughty Creature, the Prifoner, who 
was on the ninth Day of November laft, hired 
by the loving and virtuous Lady of me Sir 
Simon Pride, Knt. the humble Profecutor, now 
before your Worfhip, to ferve in the Rank, 
eam or Station of my Cook-Maid, when, 
in Confideration of the yearly Sum of 7/. fhe 
the faid Prifoner, undertook to roaft, boil, hafh, 
mince, and broil for me and my Family’; to 
feower all my Brafs and Pewter ; wath all the 
Difhes of my Scullery, and to do and ‘per~ 
form all and every other the Duties and Services 
appurtenant or appendant to a Cook- Maid, 
But fhe, the Prifoner, not regarding her Pro- 
mifes and Undertakings aforefaid, has very 
grofly mifbehaved herfelf, by lying a-bed in the 
Morning, and thereby negleing the fcowering 
and cleanfing of my faid Brafs and Pewter, that 
the fame became of fo dull and dirty a Hue, 
as greatly mifbecame the Splendor of my Table, 
and appear’d to our Lord the King’s Subjeéts to 
be of {mall Value, in great Diminution of my 
Dignity and Reputation, whereas in Truth and 
in Fact, I declare, upon my Honour, that m 
faid Brafs and Pewter were purchafed of that 
great and eminent Man, my worthy Friend, 
living or refiding at the Corner of Katherine- 
Street, well known to all the World to deal 
only in we beft Commodities, And further- 
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more, the Prifoner hath fo far neglected the 
Care of my Kitchen, that during her Con- 
tinuance there, fhe fuffered a Pane of Glas, of 
the Diameter of two Inches, a Quarter and 
half Quarter, to be cracked, broken, and 
knocked vut, to my Damage of Two pence 
Half-penny Farthing, and you know, Sir, gui 
facit per alterum, facit per fe, is a Maxim in the 

aw properly applicable to the prefent Cafe. 
And this Morning, when I defcended into the 
Kitchen, and faw the Window broke, and the 
Brafs and Pewter unfcowered, I immediately 
commanded the carelefs, dirty, lie-a- bed Huffy, 
todepart my Houfe that Inftant; which the 
refufing to do, I was obliged to apply for the 
Aidand Affiftance of your Worfhip’s Authority 
to enforce Obedience, and to bring, fo atro- 
cious a T’ermagant under the Lath and Juftice 
of the Law, and humbly pray that fhe may be 
fent to Bridewell, to beat Hemp for three 
Months. 

Whereupon, the Juftice afluming a Coun- 
tenance moft terrible to behold, and a ‘Tone 
of Voice moft horrible to hear, faid, Hufly, 
what Pretence can you make for being fo im- 
pudent and audacious, to difobey fo generous 
and good a Mafter’s Command ? Where’s m 
Clerk ? I'll prefently take a Courfe with you : 
Have you any Bail ready? Which the poor 
Girl fortunately having, the Jultice dropping 
fome of the more rigid Mufcles of his Face, 
and foftening his Tonea little, faid, Then let 
me hear what you have to fay for yourfelf, you 
Woman. 

The poor Prifoner, with Tears and Curt’feys 
reblubbered and redoubled, addreffed his Mighti- 
nefs, as follows : 

An’t pleafe—An’t pleafe your good Worfhip, 
my Matter is a great Book-learned Man, and 
I ha’ nobody to fpeak for me, and I am fure I 
fhall be caft, for he has pleaded Latin to your 
Worfhip, as they fay he did againft the Hack- 
ney Coachman beyond Sea ; but howfomdever, 
if your Worfhip would not look fo deadly 
angry, I wou’d tell your Worfhip, as how I was 
hired by my Lady Pride, at feven good Pounds 
a Year, and a Month’s Warning, or a Month’s 
Wages, and as how I was not weil, an’t pleafe 
your Worfhip, after I came to my Place, but 
for all that I got up in a Morning before any 
Body in the Houfe, fave my Matter, and | al- 
ways got up the Minute he came up into my 
Garret to call me, and I am as innocent as the 
Babe unborn, what put-him into fuch a Taking 
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this Morning, but he had been in my Lady’s 
Room, that he had indeed, and there he came 
down into the Kitchen in a fearful Paffion, and 
call’d me, an’t pleafe your Worfhip, a Bitch 
—Damine, you Bitch, get out of my Houfe,

you Bitch, damme! And I cry’d, as how 
I woud’nt be damm’d and call’d Bitch, for God 
lefs your good Worfhip, I am fure I ha’ read 
in your Worfhip’s Book, that female Women 
mon’t be call’d unnatural Names, But as I was 
faying, an’t pleafe your Worfhip, Iam reckon’d 
a profel’d Cook, and tho’ I fay it that fhould 
not fay it, I fcorn to turn my Back to any 
Man Cook in England 5 and it wan’t my Place 
nor my Bargain neither with my Lady to 
icower the Brafs and Pewter, and fo my Lady 
Pride knows ; but how fhould my Mafter know 
about fcowering Brafs and Pewter. And fo, an’t 
pleate your Worfhip, when my Mafter was for 
turning me away, | would not go without the 
Month’s Wages, as I had no Warning giv’n 
me; but my Mafter would not give me any 
Wages inflead of my Warning but would have 
me out of the Houfe that precious Minute. And 
I am {ure | did’nt break the Pane in the Win- 
dow, and it’twou’d be very hard if my Mafter 
muft make me pay for it, forall he would have 
ftopp’d itout of my poor Month’s Wages this 
blefled Morning. And fo an’t pleafe your Wor- 
flhip to be marciful to a poor Sarvant, for I was 
never before a Juftice in all my born Days.” 
‘The Serjeant, after ftroaking his Face, drawn 
a Quarter of a Yard longer than ufual, replied, 
‘That as he had kept a great Variety of Ser- 
vants, afhrming, upon his Honour, that he had 
bad double, nay treble the Number of any 
Man of his Dignity, it could not be doubted, 
but thata Man of his Experience knew how to 
behave to Servants, as became a Perfonage of 
his Honour, Honefty, and Juftice —After 
fome {mall Deliberation, his Worfhip wagged 
his lower Jaw, nota little incumbered with a 
huge Quid of Tobacco, and faid, How dare 
you prefume | to think, Woman, that your 
Matter, the King’s Serjeant at Law, fo verfed 
in the Laws of the Land, that he knows ever 
Chapter, nay, every Letter and Tittle of it; 
a Knight of fuch high Rank and Reputation, 
renowned for his Honour, Humility, Gene- 
rotity, and Juftice towards all his Inferiors and 
Deper hanes, could defcend fo low, as to make 
ufe of the Adi antages of his great Abilities and 
fuperior Power and Intereft to impofe upon or 
opprels a low-liv’d Wretch, as you are Hufly?

Or dare you infinuate, that fo worthy and u 
right a Gentleman could meanly falfify and de- 
ny the Bargain his Lady had made with you? 
Impudence to fuppofe it! Huffy, Bridewell isa 
fit Place for fuch refactory Jades! But as you 
feem now to be fenfible of your Crime—Down 
upon your Knees inftantly, and afk Pardon of 
your injured Mafter ! and take what he offers 
you, or you fhall have nothing but by due 
Courfe of Law.—Then he defired the Serjeant 
to pay the Girl her five Weeks Wages, after 
deducting Two-pence Halfpenny Farthing for 
the mending of the Window.—The Clerk was 
then directed to ftate and fettle the Account, 
and the Ballance being fourteen Shillings and 
Sixpence Three-farthings, was by him paid 
over to the poor Culprit, who received the 
fame, and now very eg withdrew her De. 
mand of the Warning ages, and was then 
difcharged out of the Claws of the Law, with 
this flight Scratching, inftead of a Mittimus to 
manufacture Hemp. 

Thus ended this famous Caufe, to the Satif- 
faction of all Parties: The Knight joyful and 
hugging himfelf that he had faved the Warn- 
ing Wages, and put a whole Pane in his Win- 
dow : Poor Mary, Cook, glad at her Efcape 
fromthe threatened Walls of Bridewell : The 
Juftice congratulating upon the Wifdom and 
Equity of his Determination, andthe Service he 
had rendered to his good Friend, Sir Simon, 


who after feveral hearty Gripes by the Hand, - 


took his Leave of Feeler, and driving home in 
the Exultation of his Heart, immediately drew 
upan Account of this Trial, which being tran- 
fcribed upon a Parchment Roll in a large fair 
Chara€ter, is now hung up over the Pewter 
Frame in his Kitchen, for the Terror and Ex- 
ample of all his prefent and future Domefticks, 
and from that Manufcript this Trialis now 
printed, with fome fmall Additions and Emen- 
dations, for the Ufe and Benefit of all Matters 
and Servants in general,

As his Learning, Piety, Government, noble 
Defigns for the Church and Clergy, publick 
Spirit, Benefactions, @ ce. were wonderful, fo 
his moft accurfed Oppreffions, Sufferings, and 
barbarous Murder, were unparalle!’d in an 
Part of the Chriftian World. No Man hada 
Heart more intire to the King, the Church, 
or his Country. He was a Man of great 
Courage and Refolution ; propos’d no Ends in 
all his A€tions but what were Pious and Juft ; 
therefore did not regard what Men faid, or 
were like to fay of him. He intended the Dif- 
cipline of the Church fhould be felt, as well as 
fpoken of, and apply’d to the fplendid Tranf- 
sreflors, as well as the meaneft Offenders. 
” He underwent his Sufferings with a Chriftian 
Courage and Magnanimity, to the Admiration 
of the Beholders, and Confufion of his Enemies. 
He dy’d a Martyr ; he was revil’d, calumi- 
nated, imprifoned four Years in the Tower, put 
under Sequeftration both for his Temporals and 
Spirituals, moft unjuftly accus’d, and, contrary 
to all Law, at laft fentenced to the Halter ; but 
upon his repeated Petitions (at firft rejected) he 
had the Favour of the Ax granted him by his 
bloody Murderer.

The Speech of the Lord Archbifbop of Canterbury, 
Jpoken at his Death upon the Scaffold, 


Good People, 


THIS is an uncomfortable Time to preach, 

yet I fhall begin with a Text of Scripture, 
Heb. xii. 1, 2. Let us run with Patience that 
Race which is fet before us, looking unto FESUS 
the Author and Finifber of our Faith, who fer the 
Ji that was fet before him, endured the Croft, 
defpifing the Shame, and is fet down at the Right 
Hand of the Throne of GOD. 


I have been long in my Race, and how I have 
looked to ‘Fefus, the Author and Finifber of my 
Faith, He beft knows: Iam now come to the 
End of my Race, and here I find the Crofs, a 
Death of Shame ; but the Shame mutt be de/pifed, 
or no coming to the Right Hand of GOD; 
JESUS defpifed the Shame for me, and Gop 
lorbid but | fhould de/pife the Shame for Him ; 
4am going apace (as you fee) towards the Red 
°. - . ° 
‘a, and my Feet are now upon the Brink of

it; an Argument, I hope, that Gop is bring- 
ing me into the Land of Promise, for that was 
the Way thro’ which he led his People: But before 
they came to it, he inftituted a Pa/over for 
them, a Lamb it was, but it muft be eaten 
with foure Herbs: 1 fhall obey, and labour to 
digeft the foure Herbs, as well asthe Lamb. And 
I thall remember it is the Lord’s Paffover, Exod, 
xii, 8. I fhall not think of the Herbs, nor be 
angry with the Hand which gathereth them ; 
but look up only to Him who inftituted that, 
and governs thefe: for Men can have no more 
Power over me than what is given them from above. 
Joh. xix. 11. I am not in love with this Paflage, 
through the Red Sea, for I have Weaknefs and 
{nfirmities of Flefh and Blood plentifully inme ; 
and I have prayed with my Saviour, ut tranfiret 
calix ifto, that this Cup of Red Wine might pa/s 


from me ; but if not, God’s Will (not mine) 


be done, Luk. xxii. 41. and [ fhall moft willing- 
ly Drink of this Cup as deep as He pleafes, and 
enter into this Sea, ~ and pafs through it, rm 
the Way that he fhall lead me, 

But I would have it remember’d (good People) 
that when Gop’s Servants were in this boifterous 
Sea, and 4arom among them, the Lgyptians 
which perfecuted them and did ina Manner 
drive them into that Sea) were drowned in the 
fame Waters, while they were in Purfuit of 
them : I know my GOD whom I ferve, is as 
able to deliver me from this Sea of Blood, as 
he was to deliver the three Children from the 
Furnace, Dan. iit. and (I moft humbly thank 
my Saviour for it) my Refolution is now,as theirs 
was then; they would not worfbip the Image the 
King had fet up, nor will 1 the Imaginations 
which the People arefetting up; nor will I 
forfake the Temple and Truth of God, to follow 
the Bleating of “feroboam’s Calf, in Dan and in 
Bethel. And as for this People, they are at 
this Day miferably mifled, (Gop of his Mercy 
epen their Eyes, that they may fee the right 
Way) for at this Day the Blind lead the Blind, 
Luke vi. 39. and if they go on, beth will fall 
into the Ditch. For my felf, Lam (and I ac- 
knowledge it in all Humility) a moft grievous 
Sinner many Ways, by Thought, Word, and 
Deed ; and I cannot Doubt, but that Gop 
hath Mercy in Store for me (a poor Penitent) 
as well as for other Sinners. I have now upon 
this fad Occafion, ranfacked every Corner of 
my Heart, and yet (I thank Gop) I have not 
found, among the many, any one Sin which 
deferves Death by any known Law of this King- 
dom; and yet hereby I charge nothing upon 

my 
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my Judges ; for if they proceeded upon Proof, 
by valuable Witnefles, 1, or any other Inno- 
cent, might be juftly condemned, and, I thank 
Gop, though the Weight of the Sentence lye 
heavy upon me, I amy as quiet within, as ever 
i was in my Life. And though I am not only 
the firft Archbifhop, but the frft Man that ever 
died by an ordinance in Parliament, yet fome of 
my Predecefiors have gone this Way, though 
not by this Means ; for Elphegus was hurried 
away, by the Danes ; and Simon Sudbury, in the 
Fury of Wat Tyler and his Fellows: Befvre thefe, 
St. ‘fobn Bapti/t had his Head danced off by a 
Jewd Woman ; and Se. Cyprian, Archbifhop of 
Carthage, fubmitted his Head toa perfecuting 
Sword. Many Examples, great and good, and 
they teach me Patience; for I hope my Caufe 
in Heaven will look of another dye, than the 
Colour that is put upon it here. And fome 
Comfort itis to me, not only that I go the 
Way of thefe great Men in their feveral Ge- 
nerations, but alfo that my Charge, as foul as 
tis made, Jooks like that of the Few's, againtt 
St. Paul, Aés xxv. 3. for he was accufed for 
the Law and the Temple, 7. ¢. *Religion ; and 
like that of St. Stephen, Aéfs vi. 14. for break- 
ing the Ordinances which Mo/es gave, §. e. Law 
and Religion, the Holy Place and the Temple, 
Ver. 13. But you will fay, do 1 then compare 
myfelf with the Integrity of St. Pau/ and St. 
Stephen? No, far be that from me; I only 
raifea Comfort to myfelf, that thefe great 
Saints and Servants of Gop, were laid at in 
their Times, as] am now. And ’tis memo- 
rable, that St. Paxl, who helped on this Ac- 
cufation againft St. Stephen, did after fall under 
the very fame himfelf. Yea, but here’s a great 
Clamour, that I would have brought in Po- 
pery ; I fhall anfwer that more fully by and by ; 
in the mean Time, you know what the Pha- 
rifees faid againft Chri himfelf, John xi. 48. 
Tf we let him alone, all Men will believe in bim ; 
& venient Romani, and the Romans will come 
and take away both cur Place and the Nation, 
Here was a caufelefs Cry againft Chriff, that 
the Romans would come, and fee how juft the 
Judgment of Gon was ; they crucified CHRIST 
for tear left the Romanus fhould come, and his 
Death was it which broughtin the Romans upon 
them. Gop punifhing them with that which 
they moft feared: and I pray Gop, this 
Clamour of venient Romani (of which I have 
given no Caufe) help not to bring them in ; for 
the Pope never had fuch a Harveft in England 
fince the Reformation, as he hath now upon

the Seéts and Divifions that are amongft us, In 
the mean Time, by Honour and Difboncur, by 
good Report and evil Report, as a Deceiver and 
yet true, am I pafling through this World, 2 Cp, 
vi. 8, — Some Particulars alfo I think it not 
amifs to fpeak of. 

And firft, this I fhall be bold to fpeak of ; the 
King, our gracious Sovereign, He hath been 
much traduced alfo for bringing in of Popery : 
but on my Confcience. (of which I thal] give 
Gop a very prefent Account) I know him to 
be as free from this Charge, asany Man living ; 
and I hold Him to beas found a Proteftant, fang 
cording to the Religion by Law eftablithed, as 
any Man inthis Kingdom, and that he wil] 
venture his Life as far, and as freely for it ; and 
I think I do, or fhould know, both his Affetion 
to Religion, and his Grounds for it, as fully 
as any Man in England. 

The fecond Particular. is, concerning this 
great and populous City, (which Gop blefs. ) 

ere hath been of late a Fafhion taken up, to 
gather Hands, and then go to the great Court 
of this Kingdom (the Parliament) and clamour 
for Juftice ; as if that great and wife Court, 
before whom the Caufes come, (which are un- 
known to the many) could not, or would not 
do Juftice, but at their Appointment. A Way, 
which may endanger many an innocent Man, and 
pluck his Blood upon their own Heads, and 
perhaps upon the City’s alfo; and this hath been 
lately practifed againft myfelf; [the Magi/trates 
flanding fill, and fuffering them openly to proceed 
from Parifh to Parifh without Check) * Gop for- 
give the Setters of this, (with all my Heart I beg 
it) but many well-meaning People are caught 
by it. InSt. Stephen’s Cafe, 4és vi. 12. when 
nothing elfe would ferve, they fAirred up the 
People againf? them ; and Herod went the fame 
Way, when he had killed St. Fames, yet he 
would not venture upon St. Peter, tilj he found 
how the other pleafed the People.. But take 
Heed of having your Hands. full of Blood, for 
there is a Time, beft known to himfelf, when 
Gop, above other Sins, makes Inquifition 
for Blood, J/a. i, 1§. and when that Inqui- 
fition is on foot, the P/almif? tells us, Pfal ix, 
12. That God remembers (but that’s not all) He 
remembers and forgets not ‘the Complaint of the 
Poor ; that is, whofe Blood is fhed by Oppref- 
fion, Ver. g. take Heed of this, ’Zis a fearful 
Thing to fall into the Hands of the living God, 
Heb, xii. but then efpecially, when he 1s making

Inqui- 
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Inquifition for Bload : And (with my Prayers to 
avert it) do heartily delire this City to res 
member the Prophecy that is exprefled, ‘Fer. 
The chit’ Particular, is the poor Church of 
England. It hath flourifhed, and been a Shelter 
to other neighbouring Churches, when Storms 
have driven upon them. But, alas |! now ’tis 
in a Storm itfelf and Gob only knows 
whether, or how it fhall get out; and (which 
js worte than a Storm without) it’s become like 
an Oak cleft to fhivers with Wedges made out 
of its own Body ; and at every Clete, Profane- 
nefs and Irreligion is entring in ; while, as 
Profper {peaks, (in his fecond Book, De vite 
contemptu, cap. 4.) Men that introduce Profane- 
nels, are chaked over with the Name religionis 
imaginarie, of imaginary Religim ; for we have 
loft the Subftance, and dwell too much in 
Opinion ; and. that Church, which all the 
lefuits Machinations could not Ruin, is fallen 
into Danger by her own. 

The lait Particular (tor Iam not willing to be 
too long) is myfelf: 1 was born and baptifed 
jo the Bofom of the Church of England efta- 
blifhed by Law ; in that Profeffion I have ever 
fince lived, and in that I come now todie: 
This isno Time to diflemble with Gon, leaft 
of allin Matter of Religion ; and therefore [ 
defire it may be remember’d, I have always 
liv’d in the Proteftant Religion, eftablifhed in 
Enzland, and in that 1 come now to die. What 
Ciamours and Slanders I have endured for la- 
bouring to keep an Uniformity in the external 
Service of Gon, according to the Doétrine 
and Difcipline of this Church, all Men know, 
and I have abundantly felt. 

Now at Jaft Iam accufed of High Treafon in 
Parliament ; a Crime which my Soul ever ab- 
horred, This Treafon was charged to confift 
of thefe two Parts; dn Endeavour to fubvert the 


Laws of the Land; and a like Endeavour ta 


overthrow the true Protefiant Religion eftablifoed 
by Law. Befides my Anfwers to the feveral 


Charges, 1 protefted my Innocency in both, 


Houfes. Ii was faid, Prifoners Protettations 
at the Bar muft not be taken. I can bring no 
Witnefs of my Heart, and the Intentions 
thereof, therefore I muft come to my Pro- 
teftation not at the Bar, but my Proteftation at 
this Hour and Inftant of my Death ; in which 
{ hope all Men will be fuch charitable Chriftians, 
as not to think I would die and diflemble, be- 
ing inftantly to give Gop an Account for the 


Truth 7 it: Ido therefore here, in the Pre- 


fence of Gop, and his holy Angels, take it 
upon my Death, That I never endeavoured the 
Subvertion either of Law or Religion ; and f 
defire you all to remember this Proteft of mine 
for my Innocency, in thefe, and all Treafons 
whatfoever. I have been accufed likewife as an 
Enemy to Parliaments : No, Lunderftand them, 
and the Benefit that comes by them, to well to 
be fo; but I did miflike the Mifgovernments 
of fome Parliaments many Ways, and I had 
good Reafon for it; for corruptio optimi eft peflima, 
there is no Corruption in the World fo bad, as 
that which is of the belt ‘Thing in itfelf ; for 
the better the Thing is in Nature, the worfe it 
is when corrupted. And that being the higheft 
Court, over which no other have Jurifdiétion, 
when ’tis mifinformed or mifgoverned, the Sub- 
ject is left without ali Remedy. Bat I have 
done, I forgive all the World, all and every of 
thofe bitter Enemies which have perfecuted me, 
and humbly defire to be forgiven of Goo firft, 
and then of every Man, whether I have of- 
fended him or not, if he do-but conceive that 
Ihave ; Lorp do thou forgive me, and I‘bep 
Forgivenefs of him. And fo I heartily defire 
you to join in Prayer with me.

The Rake, 
who without Senfe of Charaéter, or Decency, 
wallows and ranges in common Houfes,is guilty 
no further thanof proftituting himfelf, and expo- 
fing his Health to Difeafes ; but the Man of 
Gallantry cannot purfue his Pleafures without 
‘Vreachery to fome Man he ought to Love ; and 
making defpicable the Woman be admires. To 
live in a continual Deceit, to refle&t upon the 
Difhonour you do fome Hufband, Father or 


Brother, who does not deferve this of you, and: 


whom you would deftroy did you know they did 
the like towards you, are Circumftances which 
pall the Appetite, and gives a Man of any Senfe 
ot Honour very painful Mortifications. What 
more need be faid againft a Gentleman’s De- 
light, than that he thinks himfelf a bafe Man 
in purfuing it? When it is thoroughly conticer- 
ed he gives up his very being as a Man of in 
tegrity, whocommences Gallant Let hinr or 
her who is guilty this Way, but weigh the Mat- 
tera little, and the Criminal will find, that 
thofe whom they moft efteemed are of a fudden 
become the moft difagreeable Companions ; 
nay, their good Qualities are grown odious and 
painful. It is faid, People who have the Plague, 
have a Delight in communicating the Infection ; 
in like Manner, the Senfe of Shame, which ts 
never wholly overcome, inclines the Guilty this 
Way to contribute to the Deftruction of others. 
And Women are pleafed to introduce more 
Women into the fame Condition, tho’ they 
can have no othér Satisfaction from it, than 
that the Infamy is fhared among great Num- 
bers, which they flatter themfelves eafes the 
Burthen of each particular Perfon. 

It is a moft melancholy Confideration, that 
fcr momentary Senfations of Joy, obtain’d by 
ftealth, Men are forced into a Conftraint ef all 
their Words and Aé€tions ‘in the general and 
ordinary Occurrences of Life. It is in this 
Cafe an Impoflibility to be faithful to one Per- 
fon, without being falfe to all the reft of the 
World. The gay Figures in which poetical 
Men of loofe Morals have placed this Kind of 
Stealth are but feeble Confolations, when a 
Man is inclined to foliloquy or Mediation up- 
on his paft Life ; flafhes of Wit can promote 


Joy, but they cannot allay Grief.—Difeafe, « 


sicknefs and Misfortune, are what all Man- 
kind are liable to in this Life: It is therefore 
ridiculous and mad to purfue, inftead of fhun- 
ing, what muft add to our Anguifh under Dif- 
gale, Sicknefs or Misfortune. It may be pof-

INCE the late Regulation made by the Govern- 

ment to jupprefs Vagrants and Beggars, which 
was very wilely backed by a Mandate of our Arch- 
bifhop, forbidding the People of his Diocefe to give 
them any Alms, we don’t -fee any in our Streets, 
nor in the adjacent Villages, the Officers of the Po- 
lice having taken up many, and carried them to the 
Workhoules or Hoipitals, and the reft being gone 
out of the Country as we fuppefe. They now talk 
at Court of making fome new Laws to render Rob- 
berries lefsfrequent, though wecan’t fay we are much 
peltered with Thieves and Highwaymen ia this Part 
of the Emprefs’s Dominions: And after this the Go- 
vernment, as we hear, will confult about a Scheme 
to prevent legal Robberies, or fleecing the Subjeéts 
accordingto Law, which has hitherto been too much 
practiled ; to which End judicial Proceedings are to 
be abridged, and the Expences of Suits leflened ; it 
being, in the main, better for a Man to be at once 
{tripped of his All on the Highway, than to loofe it 
at Law, as it often happens, even whemhis Caufe is 
good and Judgment is given in his Favour ; becaufe 
in the lait Cafe his Misfortune is aggravated by the 
Lofs of his Time, &e.
